Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Counties Code is anended by changing

Section 4-5001 as foll ows:

(55 ILCS 5/4-5001) (from Ch. 34, par. 4-5001)

Sec. 4-5001. Sheriffs; ~counties of first and second
class. The fees of sheriffs in counties of the first and
second cl ass, except when increased by county ordi nance under
this Section, shall be as foll ows:

For serving or attenpting to serve summons on each
def endant in each county, $10.

For serving or attenpting to serve an order or judgnent
granting injunctional relief in each county, $10.

For serving or attenpting to serve each garnishee in each
county, $10.

For serving or attenpting to serve an order for replevin
in each county, $10.

For servi ng or attenpting to serve an order for
attachnent on each defendant in each county, $10.

For serving or attenpting to serve a warrant of arrest,
$8, to be paid upon conviction.

For returning a defendant from outside the State of
II'linois, upon conviction, the court shall assess, as court
costs, the cost of returning a defendant to the jurisdiction.

For taking special bail, $1 in each county.

For serving or attenpting to serve a subpoena on each
wi t ness, in each county, $10.

For advertising property for sale, $5.

For returning each process, in each county, $5.

M| eage for each mle of necessary travel to serve any
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such process as Stated above, calculating fromthe place of
hol di ng court to the place of residence of the defendant, or
W t ness, 50¢ each way.

For summoni ng each juror, $3 with 30¢ m | eage each way in
all counti es.

For serving or attenpting to serve notice of judgnents or
levying to enforce a judgnent, $3 with 50¢ m | eage each way
in all counties.

For taking possession of and renoving property |levied on,
the officer shall be allowed to tax the actual cost of such
possessi on or renoval.

For feeding each prisoner, such conpensation to cover the
actual cost as my be fixed by the county board, but such
conpensation shall not be considered a part of the fees of
the office.

For attending before a court with prisoner, on an order
for habeas corpus, in each county, $10 per day.

For attending before a court wth a prisoner in any
crimnal proceeding, in each county, $10 per day.

For each mle of necessary travel in taking such prisoner
before the court as Stated above, 15¢ a mle each way.

For serving or attenpting to serve an order or judgnment
for the possession of real estate in an action of ejectnent
or in any other action, or for restitution in an action of
forcible entry and detai ner without aid, $10 and when aid is
necessary, the sheriff shall be allowed to tax in addition
the actual costs thereof, and for each mle of necessary
travel, 50¢ each way.

For executing and acknow edging a deed of sale of real
estate, in counties of first class, $4; second cl ass, $4.

For preparing, executing and acknow edging a deed on
redenption from a court sale of real estate in counties of
first class, $5; second class, $5.

For making certificates of sale, and making and filing
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duplicate, in counties of first class, $3; in counties of the
second cl ass, $3.

For making certificate of redenption, $3.

For certificate of levy and filing, $3, and the fee for
recordi ng shall be advanced by the judgnment <creditor and
charged as costs.

For taking all bonds on legal process, civil and
crimnal, in counties of first class, $1; in second class,
$1.

For executing copies in crimnal cases, $4 and m | eage
for each mle of necessary travel, 20¢ each way.

For executing requisitions fromother States, $5.

For commtting each prisoner to jail, $10.

For di schargi ng each prisoner fromjail, $10.

For conveying each prisoner from the prisoner's own
county to the jail of another county, or from another county
to the jail of the prisoner's county, per mle, for going,
only, 30¢.

For conveying persons to the penitentiary, reformatories,
II'linois State Training School for Boys, |Illinois State
Training School for Grls and Reception Centers, t he
followng fees, payable out of the State Treasury. For each
person who is conveyed, 35¢ per mle in going only to the
penitentiary, reformatory, Illinois State Training School for
Boys, Illinois State Training School for Grls and Reception
Centers, fromthe place of conviction

The fees provided for transporting persons to t he

penitentiary, reformatories, |Illinois State Training School
for Boys, Illinois State Training School for Grls and
Reception Centers shall be paid for each trip so nade.

M | eage as used in this Section neans the shortest practical
route, between the place from which the person is to be
transported, to the penitentiary, reformatories, |Illinois

State Training School for Boys, Illinois State Training
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School for Grls and Reception Centers and all fees per mle
shal | be conputed on such basis.

For conveying any person to or fromany of the charitable
institutions of the State, when properly conmtted by
conpetent authority, when one person is conveyed, 35¢ per
mle; when two persons are conveyed at the sanme tinme, 35¢C per
mle for the first person and 20¢ per mle for the second
person; and 10¢ per mle for each additional person.

For conveying a person from the penitentiary to the
county jail when required by law, 35¢ per mle.

For attending Suprene Court, $10 per day.

In addition to the above fees there shall be allowed to
the sheriff a fee of $600 for the sale of real estate which
is made by virtue of any judgnment of a court, except that in
the case of a sale of uninproved real estate which sells for
$10,000 or less, the fee shall be $150. In addition to this
fee and all other fees provided by this Section, there shal
be allowed to the sheriff a fee in accordance with the
foll ow ng schedule for the sale of personal estate which is
made by virtue of any judgnent of a court:

For judgnents up to $1,000, $75;

For judgments from $1,001 to $15, 000, $150;

For judgments over $15, 000, $300.

The foregoing fees allowed by this Section are the
maxi mum fees that may be collected fromany officer, agency,
departnment or other instrunentality of the State. The county
board nmay, however, by ordi nance, increase the fees allowed
by this Section and collect those increased fees from al
per sons and entities ot her than officers, agencies,
departnents and other instrunentalities of the State if the
increase is justified by an acceptable cost study show ng
that the fees allowed by this Section are not sufficient to
cover the costs of providing the service. A statenent of the

costs of providing each service, programand activity shall
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be prepared by the county board. All  supporting docunents
shal | be public records and subject to public exam nation and
audi t. Al direct and indirect costs, as defined in the
United States O fice of Managenent and Budget Circul ar A-87,
may be included in the determ nation of the costs of each
service, programand activity.

In all cases where the judgnent 1is settled by the
parties, replevied, stopped by injunction or paid, or where
the property levied upon is not actually sold, the sheriff
shall be allowed his fee for |evying and m | eage, together
with half the fee for all noney collected by him which he
would be entitled to if the sanme was nmade by sale to enforce
the judgnent. 1In no case shall the fee exceed the anount of
nmoney arising fromthe sale.

The fee requirenents of this Section do not apply to
police departnents or other |law enforcenent agencies. For
the purposes of this Section, "law enforcenent agency" neans
an agency of the State or unit of |ocal governnent which 1is
vested by Ilaw or ordinance with the duty to maintain public
order end to enforce crimnal |aws.

Section 10. The Code of Crimnal Procedure of 1963 is

anended by changi ng Section 110-7 as foll ows:

(725 1LCS 5/110-7) (from Ch. 38, par. 110-7)

Sec. 110-7. Deposit of Bail Security.

(a) The person for whom bail has been set shall execute
the bail bond and deposit with the clerk of the court before
which the proceeding is pending a sumof noney equal to 10%
of the bail, but in no event shall such deposit be |less than
$25. The <clerk of the court shall provide a space on each
formfor a person other than the accused who has provided the

noney for the posting of bail to so indicate and a space
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si gned by an accused who has executed the bail bond
i ndicating whether a person other than the accused has
provided the noney for the posting of bail. The form shal
al so include a witten notice to such person who has provided
the defendant with the noney for the posting of Dbai
indicating that the bail nay be used to pay costs, attorney's
fees, fines, or other purposes authorized by the court and if
the defendant fails to conply with the conditions of the bai
bond, the court shall enter an order declaring the bail to be
forfeited. The witten notice nust be: (1) distinguishable
from the surrounding text; (2) in bold type or underscored;
and (3) in atype size at least 2 points larger than the
surroundi ng type. When a person for whom bail has been set
is charged with an offense under the "lllinois Controlled
Substances Act" which is a dass X felony, the court may
requi re the defendant to deposit a sumequal to 100% of the
bail. Were any person is charged wth a forcible felony
while free on bail and is the subject of proceedings under
Section 109-3 of this Code the judge conducting the
prelimnary exam nation may al so conduct a hearing upon the
application of the State pursuant to the provisions of
Section 110-6 of this Code to increase or revoke the bail for
that person's prior alleged offense.

(b) Upon depositing this sum and any bond fee

aut horized by law, any fee for commtting a prisoner to jail,

and any fee for discharging a prisoner fromjail, the person

shal | be released from custody subject to the conditions of
t he bail bond.
(c) Once bail has been given and a charge is pending or

is thereafter filed in or transferred to a court of conpetent

jurisdiction the latter court shall <continue the original
bail in that court subject to the provisions of Section 110-6
of this Code.

(d) After <conviction the court may order that the
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original bail stand as bail pending appeal or deny, increase
or reduce bail subject to the provisions of Section 110-6. 2.

(e) After the entry of an order by the trial court
allowwing or denying bail pending appeal either party may
apply to the reviewing court having jurisdiction or to a
justice thereof sitting in vacation for an order increasing
or decreasing the anount of bail or allow ng or denying bai
pendi ng appeal subject to the provisions of Section 110-6. 2.

(f) Wen the conditions of the bail bond have been
performed and the accused has been discharged from al
obligations in the cause the clerk of the court shall return
to the accused or to the defendant's designee by an
assignment executed at the time the bail amount is deposited,
unless the court orders otherw se, 90% of the sum which had
been deposited and shall retain as bail bond costs 10% of the
anount deposited. However, in no event shall the anount
retained by the clerk as bail bond costs be | ess than $5.
Bai | bond deposited by or on behalf of a defendant in one
case may be wused, in the <court's discretion, to satisfy
financial obligations of that sane defendant incurred in a
different case due to a fine, court costs, restitution or
fees of the defendant's attorney of record. The court shal
not order bail bond deposited by or on behalf of a defendant
in one case to be used to satisfy financial obligations of
that sanme defendant in a different case until the bail bond
is first used to satisfy court costs in the case in which the
bai |l bond has been deposited.

At the request of the defendant the court may order such
90% of defendant's bail deposit, or whatever anount is
repayabl e to defendant from such deposit, to be paid to
defendant's attorney of record.

(g If the accused does not conply with the conditions
of the bail bond the court having jurisdiction shall enter an

order declaring the bail to be forfeited. Notice of such
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order of forfeiture shall be mailed forthwith to the accused
at his last known address. |If the accused does not appear
and surrender to the court having jurisdiction within 30 days
fromthe date of the forfeiture or within such period satisfy
the court that appearance and surrender by the accused is
i npossible and wthout his fault the court shall enter
judgnment for the State if the charge for which the bond was
given was a felony or msdeneanor, or if the charge was
quasi -cri m nal or traffic, judgment for the political
subdi vision of the State which prosecuted the case, against
the accused for the anount of the bail and costs of the court
proceedi ngs; however, in counties with a population of |ess
t han 3, 000, 000, instead of the court entering a judgnent for
the full amount of the bond the court may, in its discretion,
enter judgnent for the cash deposit on the bond, |ess costs,
retain the deposit for further disposition or, if a cash bond
was posted for failure to appear in a matter involving
enforcenent of child support or maintenance, the anount of
the cash deposit on the bond, |ess outstanding costs, may be
awarded to the person or entity to whomthe child support or
mai ntenance is due. The deposit made in accordance wth
paragraph (a) shall be applied to the paynent of costs. |If
judgnent is entered and any anmount of such deposit remains
after the paynent of costs it shall be applied to paynent of
the judgnent and transferred to the treasury of the nunici pal
corporation wherein the bond was taken if the offense was a
violation of any penal ordinance of a political subdivision
of this State, or to the treasury of the county wherein the
bond was taken if the offense was a violation of any penal
statute of this State. The bal ance of the judgnment may be
enforced and collected in the sane nmnner as a judgnent
entered in a civil action.

(h) After a judgnent for a fine and court costs or

either is entered in the prosecution of a cause in which a
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deposit had been made in accordance with paragraph (a) the
bal ance of such deposit, after deduction of bail bond costs,
shall be applied to the paynent of the judgnent.
